Congres.? had no other reasonab le choice when It 
whittled Mr. Truman down to sire Friday b y over­ 
riding his third veto of a MU to reduce individual in­ 
come taxes. 
Contrary to what he said in his veto message this 
time—and twice in 1647—the issue was not over the 
guesswork of b udget arithmetic. It was over the right 
of a chief executive to aet his own opinion against the 
collective decision of congress. 
In 1647 Mr. Truman did it twice on tax reduction 
proposals and twice was upheld b y a narrow squeak. 
It was imperative to remind him and Ms discredited 
b ackers that such an ab use a t the veto powed b y an 
executive and a congressional minority was intolerab le. 
Only one other president. Franklin D. Roosevelt, ever 
dared to Interfere with the congressional right to 
decide tax matters, and Mr. Roosevelt was reb uked b y 
the resignation of his party’s senate leader, Alb ert 
Barkley, 
Mr. Truman, a weaker executive b y far than his 
predecessor, had gone further than even Mr. Roose­ 
velt thought he dared to go. He askad for It and he 
got It. as he prob ab ly knew he would. 
It may b e, as he says, that congress is wrong. The 
international situation is causing opinions ab out tax 
ation and the relationship of taxes and economic af­ 
fair* to b e revised drastically But congress has 
good a chance to b e right as the chief executive In 
guessing what may happen It has salvaged the im 
portam principle that no chief executive should ab use 
the veto power to ob struct the will of a majority.

Federal Aid Foor Schools 
The federal school aid b ill, which the senate has 
passed, would allocate $ 300,000.000 to the states, with 
no strings attached. It was the strings that killed off 
previous b ills of this nature. The nearest approach 
to a string in this measure is the requirement that each 
state sub mit to the federal education commissioner a 
report on school progress in that state. From those 
reports the commissioner would make recommends 
tions for possib le changes in the law. 
Experience with federal grants tends to prove that 
what the federal government sub sidises it soon regu 
later Senator Taft, principal senate sponsor of the 
school aid MU, says the measure has b een written 
“as strongly as possib le" to prevent federal enroach 
ment Into state educational systems. If the b ill b e­ 
comes law. It wUl b e the duty of congress to see that 
the federal government doesn’t overstep the functions 
granted it in the b ill as now constituted. 
Federal aid for schools, like other federal grants, 
would give no one something for nothing, contrary to 
a commonly-held b elief ab out handout* from Washing­ 
ton. But it would help the poorer slates which are 
allocating a fair share of their income 
ta r schools. As

Mothers, especially should under-, 
stand this, b ecause there are a good 
many more serious disorders which 
cause similar symptoms. 
If they i 
are dismissed simply as teething ! 
the child may b ecome very iU in- j 
deed b afore the doctor to called. 
Tonsillitis 
Fct example a child with severe 
tonsiUitte will rarely complain of 
sore throat. 
The only symptoms 
may b e loss of appetite, irritab ility., 
and fever, all of which may also b e 
caused b y teething. Thus, the onlv 
safe thing to do to to call the doctor. 
If tonsillitis to present, hto examina­ 
tion of the throat will quickly re­ 
veal it. 
Then, too, a b ab y can have quite 
a severe inflammation of the nose 
and throat without any noticeab le 
discharge from the noee to put the 
mother on guard. If this Infection 
get* into the middle ear, as often 
happens, fever, 
Irritab ility 
mid. 
perhaps diarrhea will result. But 
unless the ears » re examined and 
the Inflammation of the middle ear 
discovered, the symptoms may b e 
ascrib ed to teething and the b ab y 
will fail to get the treatment it so 
b adly needs. 
Another disorder hi b ab ies which 
to often 
neglected b ecause 
the 
mother b elieves "he to only teeth­ 
ing’’ to pyelitis or inflammation oi 
the pelvis of toe kidney. Here, 
once again, toe classic symptoms- 
fever, vomiting and, sometimes, di­ 
arrhea—will b e present and there 
may also b e loss of appetite and 
loss of weight as the disease pro­ 
gresses. 
There to 
a disorder known as 
xoseola infantum, sometimes callpd 
pink disease or rose fever, which 
occurs in b ab ies. It also causes rest­ 
lessness, sleeplessness, loss of appe­ 
tite and irritab ility, and generally 


a very high fever. During Us early- 
stag« » 
the symptoms 
caused b y 
this condition may b e thought to 
come from teething. 
Need of Examination 
All this is enough to show the 
need for an examination b y the doc­ 
tor of any child of teething age who 
b ecomes irritab le or cross and has 
fever or other symptoms of Illness 
even where they are not very severe 
Of course, teething may, cm oc­ 
casion, b e responsib le b ecause pres­ 
sure of the teeth against the gums 
may produce some inflammation in 
the gums and irritab ility 
in the 
chad, together 
with sleeplessness, 
paleness, less of appetite, drooling 
and sometimes slight fever. 
A Few Day* 
However, If teething is actually 
responsib le the symptoms will last 
only a few days and immediately 
disappear when the tooth comes 
through the gums. 
Apparently no particular treat­ 
ment to necessary Ip such cases. 
Lancing of the gums to rarely. If 
ever, required. Sometimes, tt may 
b e of value to give the child a mild 
sedative or quieting drug until the 
tooth causing the troub le comes 


Answer: This condition Is usu­ 
ally due to a disorder known as mu­ 
cus colitis. It may b e produced b y 
any inflammation of the b owel. A 
careful study b y a physician is ad­ 
visab le.
